Memorizing the Channels 

Your TV can memorize and store all of the available channels for both "off-air" (antenna) 
and cable channels. After the available channels are memorized, use the CH ▲ and 
CH T buttons to scan through the channels. This eliminates the need to change chan- 
nels by entering the channel digits. There are three steps for memorizing channels: 
selecting a broadcast source, memorizing the channels (automatic) and adding and 
deleting channels (manual). 

Selecting the Video Signal-source 

Before your television can begin memorizing the available channels, you must specify 
the type of signal source that is connected to the TV (i.e., an antenna or a cable system).

Your TV decodes and displays the closed captions that are broadcast with certain TV shows. 
These captions are usually subtitles for the hearing impaired or foreign-language trans- 
lations. All VCRs record the closed caption signal from television programs, so home-record- 
ed video tapes also provide closed captions. Most pre-recorded commercial video tapes pro- 
vide closed captions as well.

First, highlight one of these TV-Ratings: TV-Y7, TV-PG, TV- 14 or TV-M A (See Step 4, on previous page). 

Next, while the TV-Rating is highlighted (BLUE), repeatedly press the VOL + button. This will cycle through 
the available sub- ratings (FV,L, S, D or V). 

A blinking letter ("U" or "B") will be displayed for each sub-rating. While the "U" or "B" is blinking, press 
the CH AorCH ▼ button to change the sub-rating. 

Press MENU once to save the TV guidelines. A TV-Rating will be highlighted (BLUE), and no letters will blink. 
To exit this screen, press M ENU again. To selecta different TV-Rating, press the CH AorCH T button and 
then repeat the process. 

Note: The V-chip will automatically block certain categories that are "M ore restrictive". For example, if you 
block "L" sub-rating in TV-PG, then the "L" sub-ratings in TV- 14 and TV-MA will automatically be blocked.

(Eventually movie videocassetr.es will be encoded 
with MPAA ratings.) When theV-Chip lock is on, the TV will automatically block any 
programs that are coded with objectionable ratings (either M PAA or TV-Ratings).

If the TV is tuned to a restricted channel, the V-Chip will block it. The screen will go blank and the following 
message will appear: "Excessive rating." 

To resume normal viewing, tune to a different channel using the number buttons. Under certain conditions 
(depending on the rating of the local TV programs) the V-Chip might lockout all the channels. In this case, 
use the V-Chip function for an "emergency escape": 

Press the MENU button to display the menu. Press the CH ▼ button three times to select the "Function" 
menu and press the VOL + button. 

Press the CH T button three times to highlight the "V-chip" menu and press the VOL + button.
